Charging that the ministers’ actions 
are a “gross misrepresentation of the 
rer teachings and conduct of Jesus 
brist,”’ Dr. ge cited the admoni- 
tion of Christ that “the Sabbath was 
made for man, not man for the Sab- 
bath.” 
| Two Charges Faced. 

Mrs. Margeson will be defended by 
Walter A. Sims. There are two 
charges alleged in the complaint—vio- 
lation of Section 3131 of the city code 
and violation of Section 888 of the 
same ordinance. 

Defendants will claim they have 
violated no law, and will contend that 
under state statutes they are protected 
from municipal ordinances. <A _ test 
ease will be carried to the higher 
courts in the event of a conviction, 
it was indicated by defense counsel. 

Dr. W. H. Faust, pastor of Gordon 
Street Baptist church, and the Rev. 
C. A. Norton, retired Methodist min- 
ister, cousin of Mayor James L. Key, 
and secretary of the Greater Atlanta 
Prohibition and Law Enforcement 
Club, = to oust the mayor, were 
commended for making the complaint 
against Mrs. Margeson. Resolutions 
praising them were passed unanimous- 
ly at the weekly meeting of the At- 
lanta Methodist Ministers’ Associa- 
tion. 

Dodge’s Statement. 

Dr. Dodge’s statement follows: 

“The action of Dr. Faust and of 
Dr. Norton, indorsed by the Method- 
ist ministers of the city, is in my 
judgment so gross a misrepresentation 
of the spirit, teachings and conduct 
of Jesus Christ that I cannot refrain 
from speaking a word in His behalf. 
To have a woman arrested in her en- 
deavor to raise money with which to 
minister to the needs of hungry and 
homeless humanity, while they appeal 
from their pulpits every Sunday for 
funds with which they pay their own 
salaries, is. to equal the picture of the 
Pharisee drawn by the hand of Jesus 
himself. 

“There is not one single instance in 
the teachings of Jesus of the sacred- 
ness of any one day in the week above 
another, but there are innumerable 
references to his violations of the 
Pharisaic interpretations of the an- 
cient Sabbath law. In view of the 
fact that the ministers are basing 
their present opposition to the hu- 
manitarian use of the Sabbath on tlie 
ground of its violation of man-made 
laws, the following quotation 
Jesus is especially pertinent: 
the Pharisees said until him, .“Why 
do your disciples on the Sabbath day 
do that which is not lawful?’ And 
He said unto them, “Have ye not read 
what David did, when he had need, 
and was an hungered . .. how he 
went into the house of God in the 
days of Abiathar the priest, and did 
eat the shewbread, which is not law- 
ful to eat but for the priests, and 
gave also to them that were with 
him?” And he said unto them, “The 
Sabbath was made for man, not man 
for the Sabbath.” ’ 

“Fortunately the sentiment is so 
overwhelmingly with Mrs. Margeson 
all over the city that there will be no 
possibility of the ministers defeating 
this humanitarian effort in order to 
keep sacrosant their ancient tradi- 
tions, but their opposition will bring 
to a head a long-delayed social need 
of our city in eradicating from our 
Statutes outgrown laws and thus aid- 
ing the evolution of its cultural level.” 


BEAVERS OBSERVES 
41ST ANNIVERSARY 
AS OFFICER TODAY 


Without any planned observance to 
mark the occasion, Chief of Police 
James L. Beavers today will round 
out his forty-first anniversary of po- 
lice service to the city of Atlanta, 
most of which time he has been chief 
of the force. 

It was on January 26, 1891, that 
the veteran chief entered upon his 
career of police duty as a “rookie” pa- 
trolman, in the days of fawn-colored 
helmets, drooping mustaches and hefty 
nightsticks; in the days when the 
mobility of Atlanta’s pride depended 
on sleek horses, non-puncture-proof 
bicycles and—the chief's own convey- 
ance—a trim, rubber-tired buggy.

the city’s police force today finds 
Chief Beavers apparently as strong- 
ly intrenched in the office as ever, 
notwithstanding recent indications 
that he would retire, voluntarily or by 
action of police committee, 

Several months ago there appeared 
to be concerted action to force Beav- 
ers’ retirement. This was followed by 
an act of his own volition in which 
he requested a pensioned retirement 
effective January 26—today. On Jan- 
uary 1, however, the police chief with- 
drew his application and, while last 
week there was some movement in 
council looking to a change of police 
heads, nothing definite has been de- 
cided in that direction.

ROOSEVELT STANDS ALONE. 


The overpowering sentiment in 
favor of Franklin D. Roosevelt as 
the democratic standard bearer in 
this year’s presidential campaign is 
convincingly revealed in the enthu- 
Siastic reception accorded his for- 
mal entry into the race for the 
nomination, 

Instant reaction in the south and 
northwest assures that the great 
majority of the states in these two 


sections will send Roosevelt dele-. 


gations to the Chicago convention, 
while the enthusiasm evidenced in 
the middle and far western states 
indicates almost universal support 
for the New York governor. 

Only in the east and in New Eng- 
land has opposition of a serious na- 
ture. developed—and even there it 
now appears that Roosevelt, prior 
to the launching of organized ef- 
forts by his supporters, is assured 
of more delegates than his com- 
bined opposition can at best hope 
for. 

It is significant that this oppo- 
Sition, fomented largely by certain 
fearful Wall Street interests, is 
based on the very progressiveness 
which has been the strongest factor 
in gaining for him the overwhelm- 
ing support of the south and west. 

For months these interests, and 
republican organs who foresee cer- 
tain defeat for their party if the 
democrats should nominate Roose- 
velt, have been criticizing him for 
not definitely announcing that he 
would seek the nomination—evi- 
dently because of their anxiety to 
unlimber their heavy guns on him, 
and in the hope that his announce- 
ment would crystallize opposition 
to him behind some candidate who 
might be bolstered up enough to 
bring about a deadlock in the con- 
vention. 

The republican newspapers, with 
whom it is “Anybody to Beat Roose- 
velt,” have not failed to set off a 
barrage of attacks but they have 
turned out to be duds, having no 
deterrent effect on the steadily in- 
creasing Roosevelt strength. 

Instead of bringing forward: a 
rival candidate of threatening 
Strength, the Roosevelt announce- 
ment has emphasized the degree to 
which he stands alone as the only 
avowed or suggested candidate hav- 
ing nationwide support among both 
the leaders and the rank and file 
of the party. 

Elsewhere in this issue, The Con-

FACTS FOR THE FEARFUL. — 

The confirmed pessimists who 
can see nothing. but the dark side 
of the present economic situation 
—and whose attitude is one of the 
chief stumbling blocks in the path 
of returning normalcy—-would do 
well to study facts and figures pre- 
sented in news reports published 
over the week-end. 

The national industrial confer- 
ence board announced Sunday that 
the total wealth of the country has 
dropped only 8.9 per capita since 
1929, despite the inflated values of 
that year, and that the average per- 
sonal income of the people of the 
country has decreased only 16 per 
cent. 


But, considering the actual pur- 
chasing power of the 1929 dollar 
and the 1930 dollar, the physical 
wealth of the country increased dur- 
ing this 12-month period, instead 
of decreasing. More than that, on 
the basis of the purchasing power 
of the dollar in 1914 and 1930, 
national income has increased dur- 
ing the past 16 years by 114 per 
cent. : 

In other words, we now have as 
a whole more dollars than we did 


bes 


them than we did in 4929. The 
difference is that in 1914 and 1929 
we had them at work and now all 
too many are in hiding. 

Another news report of Monday 
carried optimistic interviews with 
publishers of leading newspapers in 
every state in the south. - Without 
exception, improving business and 
agricultural conditions were cited 
and a Steadily brightening economic 
horizon predicted. 

Financial reviews of, the week 
from New York bring the informa- 
tion that “American business 
weighed the good and the bad in 
the week just ended and found the 
scales tipped a little in favor of the 
good.”” To which one of the largest 
financial concerns of -the country 
adds that “‘perceptible improvement 
in business sentiment has appeared 
Since the beginning of the year.” 

The magazine Steel reports that 
the “gradual accumulation of mis- 
cellaneous requirements, plus a 
moderate lift from the ‘automotive 
industry,”’ has caused steel works to 
maintain a rising trend since the 
first of the year, despite the failure 
to receive the normal: volume of 
business from the railroads.

And there is no ques- 
tion either that- the new policy of 
the mailed fist or the big stick what- 
ever one pleases to call it, will bring 
apparent quiet to India for the time 
being. 

There may be millions and millions 
of natives willing to resist the Brit- 
ish. They will be no match against 
the modern machinery of repression 
of which the authorities dispose. Eng- 
land has ruled India for years and 
will continue to do so for many more 
years to come. But in the end an-. 
other modus vivendi*will have to be 
devised. Even big powers have cer- 
tain moral obligations and Britain 
cannot go on ignoring the legitimate, 
urge for autonomy or independence in 
India, any more than that she could 
do this in 1774 in the case of the 
13 American colonies. Sooner or Jat- 
er there will be a break. 

The march of civilization goes for- 
ward. Slowly the ideas of freedom 
inake their way till-they reach the 
ends of the earth. To the stock Brit- 
iah answer that India is not ripe for

WASHINGTON, Jan. 25.—(P)— 
F. Scott McBride, general superin- 
tendent of the Anti-Saloon League, 
said tonight in a_ statement that 
“neither the Anti-Saloon League nor 
its, recently-elected president, Bishop 
E. G. Richardson, of. Philadelphia, has 
given expressions favoggble to prohji- 
bition “referenda.” 

_He said: 

“Commenting on statements, at- 
tributed to him, Bishop Richardson 
on January 21 made the: following 
written declaration : 

“*Apparently from some _ reports 
that are reaching me, an erronedus’ 
conclusion is being drawn from some 
of the statements that I made to the 
reporters recently in Washington. 
The few reports that I have seen are 
generally correct in their statements. 

“"T was peked whether: I believed 
in. a_ referendum on the subject of 
prohibition. I replied in the negative 
and gave my reasons for my negative 
position. As has been reported where 
I have seen the reports of my inter- 
view, I. stated that a referendum 
would be unconstitutional and mean- 
ingless, 

““*T then went on to. say that I 
conceded the right to every citizen to 
oppose the prohibition amendment if 
he conscientiously did not believe in 
it. “Those citizens who do not &- 
lieve in the prohibition amendment 
have just as much right to try to 
have it repealed, or further amended, 
as I have to try to keep it where it 
now is. I went on to. state that 
amendments may originate in the 
congress, or they may originate 
through the legislatures of the various 
states. If the opponents of the pro- 
hibition amendment can secure ac- 
tion through the legislatures of 36 
‘states asking for the repeal or modi- 
fication of the 18th amendment, they 
have an absolute right to do so.” - 

“The resolutions adopted by the na- 
tional board of directors of the Anti- 
Saloon League of America on Janu- 
ary 18 contain the following state- 
ment of attitude on prohibition ref- 
erenda : 

“*Any question of_.the repeal or of 
the modification of the 18th amend- 
ment... should originate’in exactly 
the same way as did the adoption of 
the amendment. It should originate 
with the people, who, voicing their 
wishes to their representatiyes in 
congress and the state legislatures, 
elected to represent their views, can 
retain, amend or repeal any part of 
the constitutions ‘The Anti-Saloon 
League of America has never hesitat- 
ed and «does not hesitate today to 
leave these questions in the hands of 
the people to be ‘settled by them in 
the constitutional way by an expres- 
sion of their views in the election of 
members of congress and of state leg- 
islatures. This method provides for 
the only referendum to obtain the 
view of the people which is known 
to the constitution, and this kind of 
referendum can be held every two 
years,” .

The wife of -an__ internationally 
known politican, economist, states- 
man and author may best aid him in 
his ro work “by “always. remain- 
ing in the background,” but when that 
world-renowned person suffers his 
first serious accident in his many 
years of wide-thrattled actiyity the 
wife is his best resource to  con- 
valescence. 

And so, from the Atlanta Biltmore 
hotel to St, Joseph’s infirmary Moth- 
er Daniels has been seen early in the 
morning, at noon and at evening go- 
ing to Room 99 where she comforts, 
with her happy smile and silver-toned 
voiee the man she took for better or 
worse in 1888, 

Josephus Daniels, publisher of the 
Raleigh (N. C.) News and Observer, 
could not smile as often when the 
slowly-knitting. bones of his. thrice- 
fractured arm seem (to tear into the 
flesh if it were not for Adelaide 
Daniels. 

“When Mr. Daniels was secretary 
of the navy during those strenuous 
times of the Woodrow Wilson admin- 
istration,” Mrs. Adelaide Daniels re- 
called, “I was asked by a reporter, 
‘How can the wife of a celebrity best 
nid him in his life’s work’? I said, 
‘By always tTemaining in the back- 
groynd,’” 

Perhaps she did remain in the back- 
ground on matters directly affecting 
her husband, but honor, accomplish- 
ment amt aenewn .amly has’ been 
heaped on Josephus “Daniels. but also 
on Adelaide Daniels, though she re- 
luctantiy speaks of them. © 

Mrs. Daniels was the first woman 
trustee of Rex hospital, a municipal 
institution of Raleigh. .She was the 
first woman trustee of Peace institute, 
a woman's educational institution’ at 
Raleigh, and she was the first woman 
appointed to the International Suf- 
frage Alliance at Geneva, which she 


jattended in 1919. She now is chair- 


man of the board of trustees of Rex 
hospital and a trustee of [eace in- 
stitute. . 

Her appointment to the Interna- 
{ional Suffrage Alliance was made by 
President Wilson at the urgent so- 
licitation of numerdus womens organ- 
izations throughout the nation. She 
championed the cause of balloting for 
women in Nyrth Carolina and toured 
the ‘state in the interest of: suffrage. 
Soon ‘after her appointment to, the 
Geneva assembly Lady Astor was ap- 
pointed by King George as England's 
representative. 

But at St. Joseph's infirmary, in 
Room 99 and the sunparlor adjoining, 
Mrs: Daniels has been there from sun- 


rise until retiring hour for Mr. Dan- 
iels. The many callers to see Mr. 
Daniels see Mrg. Daniels first—and 
last. Her “at home” smile, blue eyes 
that show understanding and cordial- 
ity, and a matronly loveliness that is 
compared only to our very owm moth- 
ers, makes callers realize a wealthy 
gain by having known her. 

Mrs. Daniels said her busband had 
been passenger on all manner of Unit- 
ed States naval contrivances and ve- 


hicles from hearse and submarine to |. 


dirigibles and seaplanes, but the mat- 
ter of piloting did not concern him 
“He always was too _busy,” she said, 
“and it was just that way when he 
was hurt in the automobile accident

A special nurse, who .seems to un- 
derstand every tiny gesture of Mr. 
Daniels, always is present, but to him 
there’s the homey atmosphere only 
when Adelaide is there. She knows his 
favorite newspapers, magazines, books 
and fiowers.

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Sargent Explains Flare Up and Fading of 
Golfing Form in Youngsters. | 


George Sargent, ‘‘The Shot Maker,’”’ who Monday became 
affiliated with.the East Lake Club as professional to go on active 
duty March 1, explained something which has puzzled golf 
teachers for. years—the sudden flare and fading of golf form 
in the young players. 

Sargent has gone about the business of studying golf as a 
scientist in search of a serum for cancer goes about his work 
with test tubes and retorts. . 

The slow movie has been the laboratory wherein 
-Sargent has made his rather exhaustive research into 
golf. He spent, for instance, more than 100 hours 
checking the swings of Bobby Jones, Harry Vardon and 
Joyce Wethered. More of that later. 

It was a remark of his, concerning his son Alfred, now pro- 
fessional at Inverness Club, which inspired the question anent 
the sudden flare of youthful brilliance and the equally precipi- 
tate decline. 

Sargent said that he stopped his son Alfred from 
playing’ golf and set him to playing basketball to keep 
him from burning out and losing his form. And Sun- 
day Alfred, playing at East Lake for the first time and 
playing golf for the first time since November, shot the 
first nine of the old course in a 34 and had a 71, one 
under par, for the course. 

This inspired the query concerning the proper development 
of young players, and why so many of them showed early 
promise only to fail to continue. 


POWER SOURCE CHANGES. 

“I think the slow movies have shown us exactly what hap- 
pens to the young players,” said Sargent. ‘‘When they begin, 
they rely on the pivot for the source of power in their swings. 
There is very little difference between the young player and a 
woman player in so far as their style is concerned. Both de- 
pend on the pivot for power. 

“‘Now, the young player goes along until he gets 

to be about 17 or 18 years old. He begins to get strong 

arms and to use them for power. 

“This causes his swing to change radically, but mrost of the 
time he fails to see it. He begins to experiment and pretty soon 
has destroyed his chances to develop, or thinks he has, and be- 
comes discouraged and quits going after it seriously. The slow 
movies have taught us that about the young players. , 

“‘A woman player depends on the pivot all the time. 
' She keeps the pivot right on through. A man, as soon 
as his arms develop, uses them, and after he learns 
this the pivot halts on the downswing and the arms 
make the power. 
_ “Many of the young players are not burned out but just 
discouraged. | hope to be able to do something with the young 
players in the East Lake Club.” 


“THE TWO BEST WOOD SHOTS.” 

Bobby Jones entertained the golf committee of East Lake 
and thé sports writers of Atlanta ata delightful luncheon Mon- 
day noon at the Athletic Club, the town club of East Lake. 

The talk turned to golf and golfers, which was not 

at all strange. There was talk of Harry Vardon’s and 

Ted Ray’s booming drives, and of the tremendous dis- 

tante which Cyril Tolley had from the tee. 

‘They were all great drivers,” said Sargent, “but the man 
who could put the two best wood shots together was Bobby 
Jones. I never saw anyone who could equal him with two con- 
secutive wood shots. There were some who outdrove him now 
and then. But none who could put another one to it and be as 
far down the fairway as Jones.”’ 


BEGAN WITH VARDON. 

George Sargent is a delightful gentleman and will be a 
great addition to the fine fellows who hold the professional 
positions at the various clubs in Atlanta. Atlanta has been un- 
usually fortunate in having 4 tna professionals. 

Sargent is an Englishman, having been born at 
Raigat, England. He was for a number of years at 
Epsom Downs and in 1900 became the youthful assist- 
ant of Harry Vardon, one of the great figures of golf 
history. ; 

Vardon, of course, is a hero to Sargent, as he is to every 
other golfer for that matter.
